Claims 1-23 are pending in the application. Claims 13-17 are withdrawn from 
consideration pursuant to a restriction requlrernent.. 

In the present action, Claims 1-12 and 18-23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2"" 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-3, 7-9 and 18-20 were rejeded 
undsr 35 U.S.C. 102(b:i as being anticipated by United States Patent 5,519,807 issued to 
Cellario et al. 

Applicant has anended the claims pursuant to the Examiner's suggestion regarding 
allowable subject mattesr as set forth below. While new claims 24-26 were added, these were 
dons so for readability ourposes in that they are only rewritten versions of previous, but now 
canceled independent snd dependent claims. Accordingly, claims 5-6, 11-12 and 22-26 remain 
pen jing in the application for further consideration by the Examiner. 
Restriction Reauirem'snt 

Claims 1-23 w^re subject to a restriction requirement with claims 1-12 and 18-23 
included in Group I and claims 13-17 included in Group II. Applicant understands that claims 
13-17 were withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner t)ecause Applicant received an 
action on the merits for the originally presented invention (claims 1-12 in Group I) and therefore 
Group I (claims 1-12 and 18-23) were constructively elected for further prosecution on the 
merts. 

Allowable Sublect Matter 

Applicant appre::iates the Examiner's indication that claims 4, 10 and 21 would be 
allowable (and also claims 5-6, 11-12 and 22-23 by ^rirtue of their dependency from claims 4, 10 
and 21 respectively) if claims 4, 10 and 21 were rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2"^ paragraph and to include all of the limitations of the respective base and 
intervening claims. 

Applicants have amended the claims pursuant to this indication of allowable subject 
matier and to address the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2"** paragraph. 

However, for ease of readability. Applicants have chosen instead to add new base 
clains 24-26. In particular, base claim 24 conresponds to the subject matter from previous 
claims 1-4, new base daim 25 corresponds to the subject matter from previous claims 7-10. 
and new base claim 26 corresponds to the subject matter from previous claims previous claims 
18-21. 
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Claims 5-6. 1 1- 12 and 22-23 have simply been amended to change their dependencies 
from the newly rewritten independent claims 24-26, respectively. 
Rejections Under 35 1J.S,C. 112 

Claims 1-12 an<J 18-23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2"*^ paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as th>3 invention. 

In view of the foregoing amendments, this rejection is now deemed to be moot and 
App icant respectfully Requests that the rejection be withdrawn accordingly. 
Rejections Under 35 lUS.C. 102fb> 

Claims 1-3, 7-9 and 18-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Unitad States Patent 5,519,807 issued to Cellario et aL This ground of rejection is now deemed 
to moot In view of the amendments set forth herein. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 
reqL ests that the reject on be withdrawn.
